In September, 1934, R. Carl 


Holton an engineer of Cleveland, 
Ohio, and a native of Northfleld 
applied for a patent in the 
United States patent office for a 
coupler, which would permit the 
free movement of all connected 
parts of pumps, machinry, etc., 


by alfording more space when 
tuken apart. The patent wes 
granted on June 16, 1936 and is 
numbered 2,044,302. 

As yet the patent has not been 
placed upon the market but Mr. 
Holton has secured for himself 
some very valuable rights which 
will afford considerable profit 
for the future years. The prob- 
lem was studied by Mr. Holton 
when as Supt. of construction 
and maintenance witb the Cities 
Service company he handled the 
gasoline pumps and endeavored 
to find a way to make installa- 
tion and their care more easy 
and simple in setting up and dis- 
manteling. 

Mr. Holton is a brother of Miss 
Marion Holton and Dr. Richard 
G. Holton and has been success- 
ful in his chosen work. He left 
Northfield many years ago but 
frequently revisits his home on 
Main street. Many of our resi- 
dents will remember him as an 
nggressive and business like 
young man, and will congratu- 
late him on his profitable ex- 
periences.
